Water in Fire Engine Kept Warm 


Considered and Fire Plug Ordered 


for Steinwehr Avenue. 


The Town Council had a special ses- 


sion on Tuesday evening of last week 
•with all members present but one. The 
fixing of the tax rate was postponed 
until Tuesday night of this week when 
another special meeting will be held. 


Letter of W. S. Duttera was read 


v-ca:plaJn:nz of the bad condition of 
the alley in rear of £ieiii\>c'ur avenue. 


Mr. Durtera sent another letter in 


the matter of getting stone for the 
streets from a point near Fairfield and 
Highway Committee was directed to 
look up the matter. 


Councilman Armor reported several 


hundred tons of stone were at the Ben- 
der quarry belonging to Contractor 
Farrell and that the stone could be 
had for 90 cents a perch at the quarry. 
Councilman Tawney was of the opin- 
ion that the stone were too large and 
"that the cost of hauling them to town 
would make them too expensive. 


The question of condition of the 


streets was discussed. Burgess Holtz- 
worth recommended that some form 
of permanent street paving should be 
decided upon and that the council 
ought to build as much each year as 
the finances of the town would permit. 
That a square a year ought to be un- 
dertaken if no more could be put 
down. 


Councilman Trostle 
believed that 


the finances of the town would not 
permit any paving at this time and he 
suggested that the property ov/ncrc 
along the streets should take np the 
subject, that the owners would find 
their properties increased in value by 
paving and hence should pay the 
greater part of the expense of paving. 


R. E. Wible, Esq., borough attorney, 


reported that an ordinance aafl been 
prepared providing for the contract 
for electric lights for next five years, 
in accordance with the bid of Key- 
stone Light Co.. which had been ac- 
cepted. That the ordinance had been 
submitted to the Light Co. and 'would 
be ready for action of Council at an 
early date. 


Charles Strasbaugh. proprietor of 


the Washington House was present 
and complained of the condition of 
eewer pipes under Western -Maryland 
railroad tracks. That they hard clog- 
ged and sewage had flooded his proper- 
ty three times, each time causing him 
much expense. He called attention to 
the contract with the town to stand 
any expense caused by sewer in re- 
turn for right of way through his 
property. In the discussion that fol- 
lowed it was said all kinds of matter 
was thrown into the sewer, that bot- 
tles, whole chickens and other things, 
had been found in the pipes at various 
times. The difficulty in the 
Stras- 


baugh matter was referred to the 
Sewer Committee. 


Fire Marshall McCIellan appeared 


in behalf of the Gettysburg Fire 'Com- 
pany, asking that warm water be kept 
in the fire engine. The subject was 
discussed at some length and finally 
referred to the Property Committee. 


Mr. McCIellan also spoke of t'ne need 


of fire plug on Steinwehr avenue. 
Councilman Beck moved that the Prop 
erty Committee be instructed to place 
a fire plug on that street and carried. 


Councilman Armor briefly reported 


of the work done by the committee ap- 
pointed to look into the matter of se- 
curing registration boxes for police so 
that Burgess may know that officers 
are covering regular beats at stated 
intervals. On motion of Councilman 
Kitzrniller it was requested that Coun- 
cilman Armor and his committee get 
further information and report at at 
early meeting.

said : "Give this to my wife, and tell 
her 1 died happy." Sergt. Straight 
thsn turned to the guu and tried to 
force down the shot which Gardner 
had placed in the muzzle, but owing 
to the bruised condition it would not 
go down iu spite of Sergt.

The advertising field is full of 


"china doorknob propositions" — ex- 
amples of merchants who expect good 
newspapers to hatch money out of bad 
egg business j or who put sound nest 
eggs under the wronv "advertising 
hen. " 


There are three principles to fol- 


low in an advertising campaign: 
First of all, find a business that will 
stand advertising; secondly, find the 
newspaper that will make the adver- 
tising pay; thirdly, give the news- 
paper time to pay. 


You can't start in to breed dollars 


in less time than it takes to hatch 
them any more than you can pull a 
hen off the nest before she has had a 
chance to incubate. In both cases 
you simply waste what has been in- 
vested. If you stop too soon you 
will get a rotten egg instead of a 
chicken. 


Advertise something out of which 


you may reasonably expect returns, 
and when you have found what to 
advertise, take care that you place 
your copy in a newspaper that can 
turn the trick. Don't delude yourself 
with a china doorknob, and don't 
confuse a "rooster newspaper,'* which 
spends its time cock-a-loruming, for 
a "hen newspaper" that is too busy 
hatching out dollars to strut about 
crowing.

"Interesting Incidents iu a Two 


Year War Agaiust Insects and Dis- 
ease of Plants," was told by Wm. H 
Wolfl of West Chester, Pa —Had two 
year's of experience but found out in 
that time how to manage these pests. 
The Beetle was the trouble in raising 
asparagus roots for sale. Could not 
be destroyed by common spraying as 
leaves are small aud oilv and' would 
not retain the 
solution. Then tried 


cutting off the tops but then roots did 
not develop aud had no plants for 
sale. We then attached pipt's to a 
sprmg wagon iu such position that the 
spray would stride plant from all 
sides, the solution 
u-ed, was o ibs. 


arsenic of lead to -5(1 sjal. water, this 
being successful iu killing the pest. 
I i a \ e never detected any injury to 
fruit trees from using same piepar- 
ation. Tried strong kerosene emulsion 
aud it killed the trees. Had a lot of 
pear trees that had Fire Blight. I cut 
infected limbs oil'aud found that I 
otily spread the disease. Then J«tried 
au experiment to see if jrertus could 
be carried and found they could. I 
pruned the infected parts again, but 
after each cut put my knife into a 
sponge (carried in can on belt) satur- 
ated with carbolic acid which killed 
all germs ou knife blade. Spraying 
peat trees with Bordeaux mixture re- 
tains the foliage aud increases sixe of 
fruit. Foliage dropping too soon often 
causes small and immature fruit. The 
Keefer has a hard leathery leaf which 
seems to be almost iuatnuue from dis- 
eases. We then tried an experiment 
in spraying potatoes and found uu- 
sprayed rows yielded only one half 
number of bushels and exceedingly 
small. 


"Prevention of Diseases Easier and 


Better Than Cure," was opinion of 
Dr. M. E. Conarcl, saying: If we at- 
tend to our animals as we should they 
would die of old age aud uot of dis- 
eases. Drive horse a long distance 
and let stand without blanket, irregu- 
larity of feeding, sometimes over- 
worked and sometimes uot worked 
enough, etc. No animal works so 
hard as the dairy cow. She works 365 
days iu a year and i!4 hours iu a day. 
Years ago all that was expected of the 
cow was to graze oti the prairie aud 
support one oftspriug a year using re- 
maiuder of time to recuperate. Now 
that is a small part of her function. 
She is expected to do that, also to sup- 
ply our needs with milk aud butter 
and making a little piofit beside. We 
are responsible for her diseases, which 
sometimes are bard to control. Give 
her good comfortable quarters where 
she can get plenty of good pure air, 
lots of light, clean water and have 
stables iu cleanly condition, not fes- 
tooned 
with cobwebs, etc. Floors 


should be cemented aud kept clean 
and provision made for drainage of 
liquid. Iu traveling through the State 
I rind few barns built to that end. 
Dark, dirty aud poorly ventilated 
stables are not good for the dairy cow. 
Tuberculosis is much easier and more 
quickly contracted in such barns than 
clean ones, which has beeu proven by 
an experiment at State College. A 
barn should be so light that a person 
could stand iu darkest part and read a 
newspaper. 
Wiudows should be &o 


placed that they could be tilted and 
cause au upward current of fresh air. 
I use the stanchion and I consider it a 
very comfortable fastening for a cow. 


"Social Betterment of Farm Homes" 


was treated by Miss A. C. Baker as 
follows : I can see something coming 
and I think you see it too. Every- 
thing must be inspected. I am sure 
the time in uot far of! when we will 
have a system of inspection. 
The 


women have petitioned to President 
to organize a Bureau of Inspection in 
Washington which shall be presided 
over by a woman. I can see every 
home in the district and towns all 
numbered. We had a Burgess iu 
West Chester who ordered all the cel- 
lars to be inspected and found some 
into which they would not venture 
without a light. I can see that a man 
and a woman will be sent into every 
home to inspect it and they will have 
a legal right to go all through the 
bouse. When all these things come 
about there will be hot nud cold water 
in every house. Then when our child- 
ren grow up they will never want to 
leave home except to make homes of 
their own. The time will come when 
our homes will be what they ought to 
be.

'•Economical I se. Care and 
Pro- 


tection of Barnyard ^Manure," 
by 


Paul 
A. Woodman. An immense 


loss in Pennsylvania is caused by uot 
caring properly for 
our 
barnyard 


manure, the estimated value of the 
nianuie of each cow is s;>7 per year, 
many farmers are losing one-half by 
uot cariui; for it. I have a stable large 
enough for seven cows, and cost about 
£7.00 for cemeut to cement floor, aud 
that way will save a lot of money, as 
it is impossible to save all the liquid 
without a floor of this kind. I would 
advise using 40 Ibs. phosphoric acid to 
a ton of manure which would greatly 
increase the value of the mauute pile. 
Don't buy feed for mauural 
value 


alone, take manure from stable direct 
to Held, except when ground is wet. 
About-30 per cent, of the manure pile 
is lost by the liquid soaKiug out and 
running oil, which could be prevented 
by a shed or if shed is too expensive, 
erect posts and cover with straw or 
cornfodder. Mix horse and cow ma- 
nure together, aud prefer spreading it 
on sod tor two successive years, about 
six loads of one ton each to an acre. 
If hauled out immediately with phos- 
phoric acid in it, one load is worth 
double the other. You want to do 
two tilings, increase the value of your 
farm and the products of your farm. 
I get best results by sowing grass 
seed about the first of September, I 
sow about 4 qts. clover to acre. 


"Increasing Demand of Cities fcr 


Good Clean Milk," was considered l,y 
Dr. M. E. Couard. Cities are grow- 
ing uot only larger but smaller one-* 
are needing more food aud milk, 
territory for supplying food aud milk 
has decreased, trucking has beeu more 
successful, aud numerous 
p a r t i e s 


have taken up that line iu preference 
to dairying. 
Dealer4* iu Phila. for the 


past rive years have been looking up 
new territory tor supply. A few 
years ago Pennsylvania railroad would 
uot haul milk more than 70 miles, 
now they will haul for .'>00 miles or 
more. Milk must come from territory 
through which a railroad runs. Milk 
is a great disease ur germ carrier, aud 
health authorities are looking into 
the milk supply. Milk iu cities sells 
for eight cents per qt. There is more 
food value iu a pound of milk than a 
pound of meat. A large proportion of 
city milk is fed to infants, 1-3 pt. of 
milk supply per head to city people 
on the average, there should be more 
milk consumed. We should try to 
make the people realize that milk is as 
cheap as any other food, and thus in- 
crease the demand. The need of ab- 
solute cleanliness was illustrated by 
fact of sixty cases of typhoid breaking 
out iu Westgrove. the milk was all 
supplied by one concern, the well 
water became infected with germs, 
aud iu washing cans etc., germs 
were distributed to customers through 
the milk. 


"The Clover Question" was discus- 


sed by Paul Woodman. Have raised 
satisfactory crops of clover for 8 yrs. 
We must know why aud how we do 
things. Some soils need lime, not all 
however. Large guautities of lime 
unnecessary. Try liming ou small 
portion of field to see if it is necessary. 
Climate does uot effect clover. Fungus 
does not effect clover. Success is at- 
tributed to soil alone. Cattle can be 
kept cheaper by feeding clover. 
Fer- 


tility of ground is improved by clover 
furnishing nitrogen. If clover can be 
raised other crops can be successfully 
raised. From 20 to 2o bu. of lime all 
that is necessary for acre of laud once 
in 4 or 5 years. Clay soil not desirable 
for clover unless mixed with humus 
to make it mellow. Sow rye aud 
crimson clover in corn to turn under 
to add humus. There is 44 Ibs. potash 
in I ton clover hay and as much in 
roots as tops. Should use 8 per cent, 
acid and 10 per cent, potash in fertili- 
zers. Doesn't pay to sell clover, it 
should be fed on the 
farm. 3-4 of 


potash in clover goes back to manure. 
Must take care of manure to avoid loss 
of potash. If clover is sowed iu the 
spring it should be sowed early before 
frost is all out of the ground, when 
| ground is in "honey comb" condition. 
Birds will eat clover seed if uot con- 
cealed in crevices of earth. Clover 
seed will keep if kept iu a dark cool 
place. Buy the btsl seed 
possible. 


Test seed before sowing, 75 per cent, 
should garminate in testing. 
Plow 


generally from 4 to 6 inches. Culti- 
vate well aud get a good seed bed. 
Soil with plenty humus will hold 
moisture much better than soil lacking 
in humus. I think clover will add 
more to the fertility of soil than rye or 
rape when plowed under. Vetch is 
good to add humus. Sow 8 to 10 qts. 
crimson clover seed per acre. Culti- 
vate corn after sowing seed.

Uirls", Miss A. C. Baker said: i ana 
goiuu to say a word for the boys aud 
girls of Adams Co. My father was one 
of the lamest laud owners iu the town- 
shin and al'ter having completed the 
course iu our common schools nay 
father sent me away to different Board- 
ing Schools and after an absence ot" 8 
years I came home. I then tuight 
S3bool S years in Phila. and by this 
time my father's health failed. 
We 


had a farm of 16S acres and could uot 
dispose of it, consequently i had to 
take the farm. I hired a mau aud hia 
family. His children's schooling was 
neglected and they were growing up 
iu ignorance. The Twp. elected me 
School Director and i then took tbe 
matter into hands aud saw that tbe 
children iu the Twp. were sent to 
school, for 1 know there is no place 
you can do more for your children 
than right in the school room. 
Am 


sorry you only have a 7 mo. term here. 


They elected me a second term. I 


then begau to woucler why it was that 
father had to pay out so much money 
in tax aud after all -had to :-eud his 
children away to school at an expense 
of§iCOO, aud I concluded to call the 
people of the Twp. together and con- 
sult over this matter aud also had a 
lawyer and some others to meet with 
us. After our consultation I asked the 
lawyer to frame a law to allow our 
children in Rural Distiicts to be sent 
to the High Schools. The law waa 
framed aud sent to our Legislature 
and was passed. It is because 1 am 
so strongly in favor of establishing 
High Schools in your couuty that L 
am here. 


Letting the Orchards Die. 


Chas. E. Klein, a Maryland State 


inspector aud State Forest warden, 
says : 


"It is a pitiful sight to see the fruit 


trees of Frederick County, Md. dying 
by the thousands through wilful neg- 
lect wheu apples are selling at from 
one to two dollars a bushel, and if you 
recall the peach market of last sum- 
mer, they soid for from one to four 
dollars a bushel. Other fruits found a 
ready market, aud with all this, many 
of our farmers sit idly and mourn the 
loss of the trees killed by the San Jose 
scale, without doing anything to pre- 
vent their iujury. 


You frequently have heard the Bible 


quotation used. "Am, I my brother's 
keeper ?" How many of you are keep- 
ing an Osage Orange hedge, with 
limbs probably lo feet, literally cover- 
ed with San Jose scale? Ihis fence 
acts as a hot-bed or breeding place 
for scale. 


How many have wilfully neglected 


orchards by the side of your neighbor, 
who has tried to prevent the destruct- 
ion of his trees by spraying? 


Many persons sit and smoke the 


pipe or do nothing all the week and go 
'way up ou the front pews in the 
church ou Sunday, and ou their way 
home will say, "Didn't the preacher 
hit those fellows right and left?" but 
never think any was intended for 
themselves. 


Let me tell you people, the law of 


right to your fellow-tuan, aud the laws 
of the State of Maryland, demand the 
spraying of hedge fences and infected 
fruit-trees, aud all law-abidius? citi/.eus, 


! from a principle of right, abide by the 


j Laws, both common aud divine.
